WARSAW, Aur. 19, via. London, Aug. 20.—A gigantic Ü r 
circling movement is being swiftly carried out by the Polish army 
between Brest-Litovsk and Dembit and dispatches from the front 
today indicated that the bulk of the Rbssian army in Poland was 
in danger of being cut off, if this has not already been accomplish- 
I ed. The Poles are reported to have recaptured the great fortress 
of Brest-Litovsk. 
A Polish advance along the entire 400 mile battle front is 
momentarily expected. The Russians are falling back in disorder 
north and east of Warsaw. The Poles have captured more than 
10,000 prisoners and vast quantities of ammunition. 
The foreign mission that went from Warsaw to Posen has been 
advised to return as ail danger to this city is now passed. 
^ 
The Archbishop of Warsaw has ordered a day of thanksgiv­ 
ing with prayers to celebrate the deliverance of the city. 
The defeat of the Red army was due to the skillful plans of 
the French and British army officers who are directing Polish 
army operations. 
(Note—This is the first revelation that Brit­ 
ish officers had been taking an active part in aidin| the Poles). 
Airmen report great confusion behind the Russian lines. It 
is believed the Reds will not be able to rally for another attempt 
against Warsaw. While the Russian advance toward Vistula has 
been brought to a standstill and the Russian» affe-'britog thifcwn 
back at many points on the front, the Soviet army in Galicia is 
attempting to attack to divert the intention of the Poles. 
The 
Russians that have been threatening Lemberg have crossed the 
Bug river. 
The Poles are launching a great new convirging attack from 
Pultusk, thirty miles north of Warsaw. 
One hundred thousand Russian troops have been thrown into 
rout by the smashing of their front at many points.. The Rus­ 
sians threw away guns and ammunition in their wild flight. The 
roads and filds, leading from the old front, are strewn with equip­ 
ment discarded by the panic-striken Russians.
